GOES  ON  TRIAL:  NEGRO  SLAYER 


Big  Fine  Case  Begins   at  Chicago 
Tuesday—New  Judge  is 
On  Bandi. 


Chicago,  Feb.  23.— The  retrial  of  the 
famous  Standard  Oil  1t>is  fine  caae" 
begins  today  before  Judge  Albert  B. 
Anderson  of  Indiana  in  the  United 
States  circuit  court  in  this  city. 

The  present  proceedinss  constitute 
a  rehearing  of  the  case  in  which  the 
Standard  Oil  Company  of  Indfana,  a 
subsidiary  comi>any  of  the  Standard 
Oil  Oonpaay  oC  Nisw  Jersey  (the  par- 
moSt.  of  all  the  Standard  Oil  c ompu- 
nies)  was  fined  $29,240,000  by  Judge 
Landis  for  rebating.  The  famous  fins 
was  Imposed  Aug  3.  1907.  and  on  July 
22.  1908,  the  United  States  circuit 
court  of  appeals  reversed  the  deci- 
sion. On  motion  of  the  government 
the  supreme  court  ordered  a  rehear- 
ing of  the  case.

Pensacola,  Fla.,  Feb.  23.— Guarded 
1^  a  detachment  of  United  States 
marines  with  fixed  bayonets,  Eastman 
Spears,  colored,  who  killed  Earnest 
Mertins,  a  white  boy,  was  removed 
from  the  county  jail  to  the  navy  yard. 

Earnest  Mertins,  15,  was  struck  on 
the  temple  with  a  roclc  and  instantly 
killed  by  Eastman  Spears.  Some 
white  and  negro  boys  were  fighting 
near  Palafox  wharf,  and  the  negro 
Spears,  who  was  not  engaged  in  the 
fight,  picked  up  a  rock  and  hurled  It 
at  the  white  boys,  missing  them  and 
striking  young  Mertins.  who  was 
standing  on  Palafox  wharf  awaiting 
the  return  of  a  parade. 

Ofllcers  captured  Spears  and  took 
him  to  the  jail.  The  police  dispersed 
a  small  mob  at  the  Jail  and  it  was 
thought  there  would  be  no  farther 
trooble.  Later,  however,  crowds  be- 
gan gatliering  again,  and  it  was  fear- 
ed an  attempt  to  get  Spears  might  be 
at  any  moment.

Sends  Balloon  Through  All 
Sorts  of  Evolutions. 

New  York. — Demonstration  of  on*> 
of  the  greatest  achievements  thus  far 
reported  in  aerial  locomotion  war 
given  the  other  day  when  Mark  O 
Anthony,  a  New  York  electrical  en- 
gineer, sent  a  small  dirigible  balkwa 
scudding  4boiit  through  the  air  by ! 
means  of  transmitted  power,  making  I 
it  perform  all  sorts  of  evolutions  and 
having  the  air  craft  at  pM  times  under 
perfect  control. 

Hy  actual  perform."::  e  he  demon 
strated  for  the  first  tl  -  'O  that  the  lonp 
sought  for  secret  rf  pi  apellingairships 
by  wireless  elect: idty  has  been  dis 
covered. 

Sitting  at  a  small  electrical  key- 
board, such  as  is  used  in  sendlnf 
wireless  messages,  the  inTsntor  ticked 
off  various  c<^Unations  of  dots  and 
dashes,  each  combination  causing  the 
balloon  to  perform  some  iiarticular 
movement. 

Sometimes  the  operator  placed  hir 
instrument  directly  under  t>v'  baliooi 
and  again  would  remove  it  200  fee' 
away.  Distance  had  no  effect  on  the 
control  ai'-d  the  response  of  the  mech 
anism,  which  was  operate^  by  pro 
pellers.  was  prompt  and  eifectiTe. 

"With  this  small  apparatus,'*  h< 
said,  "I  cpuld  control  the  balloon  a: 
a  distance  of  IS  or  15  miles,  and  will 
a  more  powerful  apparatus  the  con 
trol  could  be  extended  to  almost  an> 
distance."

In  the  ordinary  dirigible  ballooi 
the  two  mechanical  devici-s  which  cor. 
trol  It  are  a  propeller  which  sends  i; 
forward  and  a  rudder  which  govern: 
its  course.  In  Mr.  Anthony's  inven 
tion  other  devices  are  added.  Beside^ 
the  propeller  and  the  rudder  he  h«L' 
a  second  propeller  directly  beaeati 
the  center  of  tue  frame,  which  oper 
ates  Tertically  and  lifts  or  lowers  th( 
airship  at  the  wlll^f  the  operator.  H< 
also  has  added  a  mechanical  device 
which,  at  the  call  of  a  few  dots  an.': 
dashes,  releases  a  clutch  which  dropt- 
a  small  weight,  representing  a  chargt 
of  dynamite  to  be  used  in  warfare.

operator. 

"This  selector  operates  the  electri 
cally  controlled  valves  of  the  com 
piessprt  ail  engines,  which  give  the  de 
sired  motion,  forward  or  backward,  oi 
cutting  off  the  supply  (tf  CDOTgy,  as 
the  operator  desires. 

'The  engine  is  po  constracted  that 
the  amount  of  air  ccmsumedafter  pass 
ing  through  the  reducing  valve  it 
small  compared  with  any  motor  nov 
on  the  market.  By  using  compressed 
air  motors  I  do  away  with  gas  o: 
other  motors  now  in  common  use,  anc 
get  rid  of  the  danger  from  heat  anc 
spark.  In  the  model  small  batteries 
are  used  to  operate  the  electric  mo 
tors,  whereas  in  the  larger  machine 
compressed  air  tanks  will  he  used  in 
place  of  batteries  for  motive  power.

Hep  Husband  Also  Accused — Friend* 
,    Aided  Them  to  Escape  and  Later 
I         Salem  Nelghbort  Held  a 
Thanksgiving  Dinner. 


Salem,  Mass. — Mary  English's  chair 
has  been  added  to  the  collections  ot 
the  Essex  institute  in  Salem.  It 
Is  a  plain,  square,  high  back  woodtn 
chair.  On  it  is  this  strange  insciip- 
tion:  "It  shall  be  told  of  her.  Mary 
English.  April  22.  1692." 

An  examination  of  the  institute 
records  reveals  a  remarkable  story 
which  explains  the  meaning  of  the 
phrase:  "It  shaU  be  told  of  her." 

In  the  diary  of  Dr.  Bentley  is  this 
entry: 

"Ordered  the  chair  reeeived  from 
the  English  family  in  memory  of  1693 

to  be  painted  green,  and  on  the  back 
'1692,'  upper  slat;  middle  slat,  'Mary 
English:'  lower  slat,  'April  22,'  the 
time  of  her  mitimus;  on  the  front  up- 
per slat,  'Ii  shall  be  told  of  her.' 

In  a  chapter  uf  his  diary  Dr.  Benlley 
telis  the  story  of  Mary  English.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  Richard  Holliugs- 
"worth.  a  famous  colonel  merchant. 
Slie  was  exceptionally  well  educated 
for  a  woman  of  her  time.  She  could 
wxite. 

4  She  married  Philip  EaglWi  He 
ettme  here  a  small  boy  from  the  Isle 
of  Jersey.  By  industry  he  became  the 
largest  ship  owner  of  New  England. 

Soon  after  he  married  Mary  Holllngs- 

worth  he  built  a  mansion,  which  was 
known  for  many  years  as  "the  Eng- 
lish Great  Howse." 

;  At  11  o'clock  at  night.  April  22,  169?? 
(the  date  on  tlu'  chair),  sheriffs  ot 
S_plem  entered  the  English  house  anc' 
placed  Mrs.  English  under  arrest  for 
witchcraft.  The  Englishes  had  not  the 
slightest  warning  of  the  terrible 
charge.  Knglisb  paced  the  floor  all 
nii^t.  Mrs.  Bn^^lah  refused  to  rise. 
The  sh^llfs  remained  on  guard  in  the 
bedroom  all  night. 

In  the  niorniu-;  Mrs.  English  insist 
ed  on  putting  hvi  house  in  order  and 
In  directing  her  servants  what  to  do 
■  until  her  return.    She  had  20  servants. 

The  sheriffs  took  Mrs.  English  to 
the  Cat  and  Wheel,  a  tavern,  v.hich 
the  authorities  used  for  a  prison  and 
court  room,  because  the  town  jail  was 
icrowded  with  witchcraft  suspects. 
Mrs.  English  was  confined  here  for  six 
weeks.  In  her  room  she  could  hear 
the  examinationa  ot  witchdaft  sus- 
iPects  going  on  below.  She  took  notes 
on  them.  She  gave  them  to  her  hus- 
;band.  who  visited  her  daily. 

English  himself  was  arrested  for 
•witchcraft.  He  and  his  wife  were  ta- 
ken to  Boston  because  the  Salem 
^ails  were  crowded.  They  were  re- 
leased on  parole  in  Boston.  The  Sun- 
day before  they  were  to  return  to 
Salem  for  trial  they  attended  church 
in  Boston.  The  Rev.  Willard  Moody 
preached.  His  text  was:  'If  they 
persecute  ye  in  one  city  flee  to  an- 
other." 

After  church  friends  'viidted  the 
Baglishea  in  Jail  in  Boatim  and  urged 
them  to  fly.  Tbey  rtfoaed.  declaring 
I  they  were  innocent  and  God  would 
:I^tect  them. 

;  Finally  they  consented  to  escappe. 
'At  night  they  left  the  Boston  jail,  en 
,'tered  a  carriage  and  were  driven  to 
iNew  York.  English  had  in  his  pock- 
et letters  from  magistrates  of  Boston. 
Gov.  Fletcher  of  New  York  cordiaUy 
received  him. 

Whiles  the  Englishes  were  in  New 
York  a  famine  set  in  in  Salem.  The 
*  witchcraft    delusion    had  stagnated 
:industry.  People  were  starying.  Eng 
'Ush  sent  a  Tessel  loaded  with  provis 
Jons  to  his  suffering  feUow  townamen. 
^  After  the  witchcraft    mania  had 
•passed  the  Bnglishs  returned  to  Sa- 
lem.   A  pnblic  thanksgiving  was  de 
clared  in  their  honor.    A  dinner  was 
given.    Even  the  magistrates  and  the 
.prosecuting  officers  attended. 

Mrs.  English  died  in  1694.  English 
Idled  in  1734. 

The  chair  in  the  institute  is  one  of 
the  lew  memorials  to  them,  or  to 
witchcraft  victims  in  Salem. 


QUEER  FREAK  OF  THE  LAW. 


His  Marriage  Proves  to  a  Supposed 
Negro  That  He' la  White. 

Richmond,  Ya. — In  the  sentencing  at 
Fannville»  this  state,  of  Marcna  Ltnd 
eay  and  hi»  wife,  a  negro,  to  serre  IS 
years  In  the  penitentiary,  one  of  the 
most  unique  cases  In  the  history  of 
the  state  has  developed.  Lindsay  is 
the  son  of  a  white  woman  and,  al 
though  he  believed  he  had  negro  blood 
In  his  veins  and  associated  with  mem- 
bers of  that  rac(\  the  court  held  that 
he  had  enough  Caucasian  blood  to  be 
legally  white  Lindsay  recently  mar- 
ried Sophia  Jones,  a  negro,  the  widow 
of  another  negro,  and  has  since  lived 
I  with  her.  The  two  wer^  indicted  on 
ithe  charge  that  Lindsay,  a  white  man. 
, married  a  n^^o  and  because  Sophia 
tnarried  a  iMte  man.  the  law  prohibit- 
'tag  intermarriages  between  the  races. 

The  judge  declared,  however,  that 
while  he  was  forced  to  pronounce  sen- 
tence, he  would  petition  the  governor 
to  pardon  the  prisoners,  but  upon  con- 
ditions that  all  marital  relations  be- 
,twflM  them  should  cease.  ^

Facilities  for  Attracting  Custom  Are 
at  His  Command  In  the  Columnf 
of  His  Home  Newspaper— Ad- 
vertise Rightly. 

Moeh  has  been  written  abont  fhe 

subtle  influence  of  the  big  four-pbund 
catalogues  sent  broadcast  over  the 
land  by  the' houses  located  In  the  big 
cities,  and  which,  strange  to  say,  re- 
fuse to  sell  goods  to  the  residents  of 
the  cities  In  which  they  are  located. 
There  is  no  mysterious  element  in 
these  bulky  paper  books.  From  cover 
to  cover  they  are  filled  with  pictures 
and  with  prices  and  descriptions  of 
goods.  It  Is  the  power  of  printers' 
ink  that  is  the  only  magnet,  and  this 
magnet  can  be  used  by  merdmnts 
everywhere.  The  publishers  of  these 
great  catalogues  do  business  running 
well  up  toward  the  flf^  millions  year- 
ly. An  their  fuccess  has  been  In  the 
ink  they  use,  and  the  way  they  use 
it.  Because  these  ccncerns  receive 
patronage  that  should  go  to  the  home 
merchant  it  is  the  home  merchant's 
fault.  He  neglocts  to  do  jnst  what 
the  houses  which  publish  the  big  cata- 
logues do.  He  may  not  have  the 
money  to  get  mt  such  a  great  list, 
neither  the  means  of  carrying  tfoat 
stocks  of  goods.  Yet  he  ppjcssss  all 
the  means  necessary  to  jpdn  1^  trade 
that  goes  to  thaae  great  eoncerna. 
He  can  buy  goods  Jvat  as  low,  haa  less 
expanse,  and  while  the  big  catalogue 
goes  to  a  customer  only  once  in  a 
year  or  two,  through  the  medium  of 
the  local  newspaper  the  merchant  can 
go  to  all  the  people  of  the  community 
once  a  woek  and  at  the  lowest  ex- 
pense. I 

As  to  the  matter  of  prices,  the  big 
catalogue  is  an  educator.  It  tells  | 
the  people  of  values.  These  values  are  i 
associated  with  classes  of  goods.  The  1 
merchant  in  the  home  town  can  turn  ' 
this  information  to  his  own  account 
In  the  catalogues  are  only  lectures. 
The  merchant  uui  show  the  goods, 
and  can  explain  the  difference  be- 
tween grades.  It  is  CYldent  that  if 
trade  is  to  be  held  at  home  it  must 
be  upon  a  business  basis.  Sentiment 
cuts  a  mighty  small  figure  in  matters 
where  dollars  and  cents  are  con- 
cerned. The  average  farmer  would 
rather  buy  good^  from  the  home  store 
than  from  some  distant  place  If  he 
is  only  sure  that  he  Is  getting  a  square 
deal.  It  is  up  to  the  merchants  to 
let  him  know-  that  he  is  getting  this 
square  deaL  There  are  towns  in 
the  western  agricultural  sections 
whieh  a  few  years  ago  were  getting 
only  half  the  trade  that  was  to  be 
had  in  the  distrfet  Mer6hanta  be- 
came couTinced  that  they  were  weak 
somewhere.  They  found  that  they 
were  not  adrertising  rightly  and  com- 
menced a  campaign  which  has  result- 
ed in  driving  the  cataio.mu;  houses 
out  of  business  as  far  as  thoKo  towns 
are  concerned.  The  news;)apprs  of 
these  towns  tell  of  the  enterprise  of 
the  merchants.  The  merchants  them- 
selves will  tell  you  that  they  do  not 
fear  the  mail-order  houses,  as  they 
have  educated  the  people  to  trade  at 
home.  The  people  who  were  mail- 
order hoqse  patrons  will  tell  you  that 
they  kmam  Ikat  they  tma  do  better  by 
buying  at  home,  that  th^  are  con- 
Yinced  that  their  interests  are  best 
IwoCeeted  by  tfie  home  merdiant,  and 
that  ainee  they  hare  thrown  off  the 
mall-order  habit  they  are  saving  more 
money.  The  mail-order  house  is  a 
great  bugaboo.  It  is  not  near  the  evil 
than  many  suppose  it  is.  It  is  harm- 
ful only  in  accordance  with  the  lack 
of  enterprise  on  part  of  the  home  mer- 
chants. Where  the  merchants  are 
awake,  are  up-to-date,  and  advertise 
rightly,  there  is  no  complaint  to 
the  mail-order  system. 

Each  country  editor  can  do  his 
share  in  educating  the  merchants  as 
well  as  the  people  in  business  meth- 
ods, in  prineiplea  that  are  heU>fnl  to 
the  home  town.  The  live  merchant 
can  hoiA  his  own.  Business  is  based 
upon  such  principles  as  give  the 
competent  merdiant  a  fair  show  in 
the  competition  for  trade.  No  one 
person  has  a  monopoly  of  the  right 
to  advertise.  The  way  is  as  open  to 
the  small  merchant  as  It  is  to  the  big 
one.  The  principles  Involved  apply 
to  the  small  business  as  well  as  to 
the  large  business.  The  only  magic 
used  by  the  catalogue  houses  is  that 
found  in  advertising  and  in  prices.

Point  Too  Frequently  Overlooked. 
If  five  thousand  people  reside  with- 
in a  certain  town  or  district,  and  these 
people  send  away  to  some  distant 
place  $100  p«r  day,  it  represents  a 
loss  that  would  not  be  offset  by  a  fho- 
tory  located  in  the  neli^borliood  that 
would  give  employBient  to  40  hands. 
Here  is  a  point  that  is  too  ctten  over- 
looked by  bommercial  and  *lxx>ster" 
clubs.  Efforts  are  made  to  secure  fac- 
tories for  a  place,  and  the  fact  is  cer- 
looked  that  citizens  who  form  the  hab- 
it of  trading  away  from  home  daily 
send  away  perhaps  four  times  the 
amount  that  would  be  paid  in  wages 
by  tka  tutarj. 


Keep  Money  at  Home. 
By  patronizing  home  industries  peo- 
ple prevent  mony  going  to  other  seo 
tlons  of  the  country.  Dollars  sent  to 
a  distant  place  for  commodities  that 
can  be  produced,  and  often  are  pro- 
duced at  home,  is  mraey  gone  from 
local  drculatMB,  nd  wbleh  is  not 
likely  to  ever  letvn.  It  la  the  keep- 
ing of  th*  itmKk  produced  in  a  lo- 
calltF  that  nakM        toodity  Kich. 


A  young  Indian,  who  is  ambitious  to 

become  a  doctor,  and  finally  a  prophet, 
learns  from  his  father  or  other  mem- 
ber of  his  tribe,  the  name  and  medi- 
cinal properties  of  some  herb,  says  a 
writer  in  the  Denver  Field  and  Farm. 
He  can  also,  by  presenting  a  sufficient 
number  of  ponies  to  a  medicine  man, 
prevail  upon  the  doctor  to  impart  the 
secret  of  the  herbs  to  him.  Frequent- 
ly Indians  allege  that  the  secret  is 
revealed  to  them  in  a  dream,  or  by 
a  bird  or  an  animaL  After  procuring 
it,  the  novice  Is  prepared  to  begin  the 
practice  of  medicine.  Su^ess  In  their 
opinion  is  only  possible  with  the  aid 
of  the  Great  Spirit,  and  in  order  to  in- 
voke the  help  of  the  supernatural  they 
resort  to  various  sadrlflces. 

For  instance,  there  is  the  practice 
of  ascending  a  butte  or  other  eleva- 
tion and  lying  with  the  face  to  the 
ground  for  several  days  without  food 
or  until  they  are  completely  exhaust- 
ed. During  this  period  they  profess 
to  have  been  taught  some  song  or 
the  Great  Spirit  conversed  with  them 
through  a  bird,  wild  animal  or 
reptile.  They  frequently  allege  that 
wolves  come  to  them  aad  howl  and 
that  they  understand  what  the  ani- 
mals say.  While  treating  a  patient 
they  place  tobacco  in  little  pouches 
which  they  tie  with  sinew.  These  are 
painted  brilliant  colors  and  testeaed 
to  willow  sticks  about  the  slse  of  the 
shaft  of  an  arrow,  but  smnewhat

Deaeriptlen  of  Last  Resting  Place  of 

Genghis  Khan. 

Genghis  Khan,  the  Mongol  chief,  in 
the  thirteenth  century  proved  himself 
one  of  the  world's  greatest  warriors. 
His  tomb  exists  at  Edchen  Koro.  and 
is  described  in  Count  de  Lesdaln's 
"From  Pekln  to  Sikkim:"  "Two  small 
tents,  one  behind  the  other,  and  con- 
nected by  a  very  low  inner  door,  made 
of  worn-out  f^t,  and  admitting 
through  their  rents  the  rain  and  the 
wind,  are  the  *monumeBts'  destined 
to  perpetuate  the  renown  of  the 
greatest  conqueror  the  world  has 
known.  .  ,  .

Veddahs  of  Ceylon  Regarded  as  Rep- 
resenting the  Btooe  Age. 

The  oldest  lahaWtants  of  Ceylon  are 
passing  away.  These  are  the  fhmoua 
VeddAha. 

Fifty  years  ago  It  was  estimated 
that  tiOOO  of  them  were  still  living  in 
the  fbrests,  but  Dr.  Max  Moszkowski, 
who  has  recently  visited  them,  says 

there  are  only  50  or  60  of  them  still 
alive  and  that  a  few  more  years  will 
see  the  end  of  their  race. 

The  Veddahs  have  interested  an- 
throrologists  becaiise  they  have  been 
regarded  as  the  best  living  types  of 
the  man  cf  the  stone  age. 

The  attitude  of  the  Cingalese  toward 
them  is  remarkable.  They  hold  the 
poor  creatures  in  great  honor  and  rank 
them  as  belcmging  to  the  highest  caste 
in  the  island.  The  reason  is  that  they 
are  reputed  to  have  descended  from 
the  undent  demona  or  spirits  that 
were  tto  ordinal  possessors  of  the 
island. 

These  homad,  bunting  people,  never 
leaving  their  forests,  living  under 
trees  and  in  caves,  without  knowl- 
edge of  pottery  or  any  other  art  ex- 
cept that  of  making  bows  and  arrows, 
are  perishing  because  of  their  way  of 
living  and  of  their  inability  to  stand 
up  when  stronger  folk  are  pressing 
closer  around  them.  They  are  exact- 
ly what  they  were  centuries  ago  when 
people  of  India  came  and  ctrnquered 
their  green  island.

the  stoical  toilers  of  the  land  once 
again.  The  Shantungese  Illustrate 
wen  the  law  of  the  survival  of  the 
Attest  for  such  dire  poverty  only  per- 
mits the  strong  ones  to  live,  with  the 
result  that  we  find  sturdy  men  of  great 
endurance  all  over  this  province.  Liv- 
ing on  the  land,  which  barely  produces 
a  sufl!iciency  for  Shantung's  teeming 
millions,  the  people  have  become 
hardy,  for  they  are  hardened  to  all 
kinds  of  privations.  Their  brains  are 
deadened  by  ceaseless  toll  and  this 
may  account  for  the  r^ted  backward- 
neas  of  thiajrovince  in  progress  along 
commercial  and  Indaatrlal  linea.  A 
less  kmg-eofferlng  people  Voold  have 
a  revolution  every  year.  It  Is  an 
axiom  with  westerners  that  discon- 
tent is  an  absolute  condition  of  prog- 
ress, and  we  who  live  among  the 
Chinese  know  there  can  hardly  be  a 
race  in  the  world  so  contented  as  they 
are,  considering  their  lot.  This  is  one 
of  the  factors  which  makes  the  regen- 
eration of  C3ilna  math  an  snormuuu 
problem."

The  fires  were  evidently  In- 
cendiary, but,  like  the  blowing  up  of 
the  press,  no  clew  hss  been  found  to 
the  perpetrator.

SHARP  EXASPERATED 
BY  SHREWD  ATTORNEY 


Detendant  In  Murder  Trial  Tells 
GMffictlfli  Staries. 


Nashville,  Tenn.,  Feb.  23.  —  When 
court  adjourned,  in  the  midst  of  the 
cross-examination  of  John  D.  Sharp, 
the  honors  were  easy  between  the 

state  and  the  defense  in  the  Cooper- 
Sharp  trial  for  the  slaying  of  Former 
Senator  Carmack.  Young  Robin  Coop- 
er, under  a  bitter  cross-exainination 
of  nearly  four  hours,  held  his  own. 
He  was  always  <  ool.  careful  and  dis- 
played an  inclination  to  be  fair  that 
evidently  impressed  the  jury  and  just 
as  evidently  e^Miperated.  Attorney 
General  McCam. 

The  next  witness  wss  John  D. 
Sharp,  another  of  the  defendants. 
Sharp  told  his  story  well  under  direct 
examination  and  made  a  good  impres- 
sion. But  he  was  turned  over  to  At- 
torney General  Gamer  of  Maury 
county  for  cross-examination.  His 
cross-examination  is  of  the  rapid-f.re 
order.  John  Sharp  is  a  man  of  hi?h 
temper,  and  Garner  scon  had  him  be- 
side himself.  He  contradicted  him- 
self on  marv  mi;ior  details,  but  never 
on  the  more  Important  particulars. 
Once  he  got  on  dangerous  ground.  On 
direct  examination  Sharp  swore  that 
he  saw  the  killing  and  that  Carmack 
fell  after  Robin  Cooper  had  fired 
three  times." 

One  of  the  bullet  wounds,  a  neces- 
sarily fatal  one,  pierced  the  senator's 
neck  within  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch 
of  the  spinal  cord  and  came  out  un- 
der his  tongue.  As  Sharp  swore  that 
Carmack  was  facing  young  Cooper, 
aiming  a  revolver  at  him.  this  wound 
would  be  impossible  to  reconcile  with 
the  statement.  On  cross-examination 
Sharp  said,  however,  that  Carmack 
turned  his  head  just  as  the  second 
shot  was  fired.  He  did  not  explain 
how  the  senator  could  turn  his  head 
far  enough  to  permit  the  ball  to  enter 
the  median  line  of  the  jieCk  on  a 
straight  line.

SAILS  TO  HUNT  FOR  TREASURE.

SCIENTIST  CLAIMS  DEVICE  WILL 
WITHSTAND  SHOCKS. 


Would  Set  Buildings  on  Steel  Pivot 
Making  Them  Independent  of  Un- 
reliable Ground — Spring  Buf- 
fers Prevent  Collapse. 


Berlin. — Prof.  Eugene  Bormell,  the 
noted  German  sculptor,  has  patented 
an  invention  for  building  houses  which 
can  withstand  earthquake  shocks, 
^rot.  Bormell  maintains  that  It  is 
quite  poaaible  to  build  cities  where  the 
severest  poaalhle  earthquake  ahock 
would  caaw  no  loss  of  life  at  all^  or 
only  a  small  loss  of  life  in  comparison 
with  that  incurred  in  the  recent  ter- 
rible disasters  at  San  Francisco  and 
Messina.  Explaining  his  new  method. 
Prof.  Rormell  says: 

"Houses  which  can  successfully 
withstand  earthquake  shocks  can  only 
be  built  by  a  radical  departure  from 
the  recognlzfcd  methods  of  architec- 
ture. If  the  soil  of  any  town  be 
treacherous,  or  should  its  capacity  for 
resistance  to  earthquakes  be  insuffl- 
alaat.  then  1  maintain  that  the  tounda- 
ttaw  of  balldlnga  mast  be  rendered 
iadapaBdaat  of  the  unreliable  ground 
hi  ^hich  they  stand." 

Prof.  Bormell  overcomes  this  Initial 
difficulty  by  resting  the  entire  house, 
together  with  its  foundation,  on  a  cen- 
tral steel  pivot.  The  whole  house,  to- 
gether with  a  steel  foundation  of  enor- 
mous weight,  rests  on  this  central 
pivot.  The  house  and  Its  foundation 
are  separated  from  the  surrounding 
ground  by  a  space  which  gradually 
widens  from  the  pivot  at  the  aztrama 
base  to  the  level  of  surfaea. 

Baeh  hoaae  thus  ftmaa  a  Httle  Is- 
land, except  that  there  is  no  surround- 
ing water,  hut  only  space.  This  space 
m'ust  be  Mdgod  over  to  enable  the 
honaa  to  be  approached.  The  frame 
of  the  house  must  be  of  steel.  When 
the  earthquake  shock  occurs  the  whole 
pfeel  structure.  Including  the  founda- 
tions, sways  on  the  central  pivot  at 
the  extreme  base.  In  thus  swaying, 
however,  there  would  still  be  shock, 
caused  by  the  spherical  steel  founda- 
tion striking  the  earth  on  either  side 
at  each  swing,  and,  to  meet  this  dan- 
ger, Prof.  Bormell  provides  for  eight 
spring  buffers,  whose  action  would  be 
similar  to  the  buffers  between  rail- 
way eara  Theae  buffers  would  only 
coma  into  action  whea  the  house 
shakaa  vtolaatly,  and  would  mitigate 
the  eSacts  of  this  shock. 

The  building  is  hi  a  normal  condi- 
tion, not  connected  with  the  ground 
except  by  the  steel  pivot,  and,  in  case 
of  shock,  additional  connections  are 
established  by  the  eight  spring  buffers. 

Prof.  Bormell  has  received  inquiries 
from  Italy  regarding  the  possibility  of 
applying  his  plan  to  tha  reconstruction 
of  Messina. 


Jeweled  Teeth  Ancient 
London. — The  fad  of  American  act- 
resses in  having  their  teeth  jeweled 
instead  of  being  a  new  idea  is,  accord- 
ing to  B.  P.  Oaaton,  a  lecturer  at  the 
Royal  Geographical  society,  countless 
ages  old.  The  fad  of  Jeweling  the 
teeth  was  popular  among  Central 
American  women  thousands  of  years 
ago.  In  the  ancient  burying  grounds 
skulls  have  been  found  with  jadites 
skillfully  set  into  the  enamel  of  the 
teeth. 


Dogs  Drive  Deer  Into  Town. 
Nashua,  N.  H. — As  worshipers  were 
coming  from  church  at  the  noon  hour 
last  Sunday  a  deer  leaped  throns^ 
the  plate  glass  window  of  a  baak.aad 
ao  aarerely  cut  himself  that  It  was 
neoaaaary  to  kill  the  anlmaL  The  deer 
i^^parantly  had  been  driven  into  the 
town  by  doga.  Game  of  this  kind  has 
be«i  fdentiful  hereabouts.  In  one 
moath  of  the  hunting  season  70  were 
kHlat  wttldB  ten  milea  of  tha  city  halL 


Capt  Brown    Hopes  to  Find  Spoils 
Taken  from  Plraitaa. 

San  Francisco.— Capt  James  Brown, 
member  of  a  party  that  searched  for 
the  famous  Cocos  Island  treasure  in 
1850,  has  sailed  again  for  the  South 
seas  In  hopes  to  recover  the  spoils 
taken  from  the  Spanish  freebooters 
by  Capt.  Smith  of  the  schooner  Black 
Witch,  which  sailed  from  Salem, 
Mass.,  in  1820.  Venturesome  treasure- 
seekers  have  often  sought  the  rich 
plunder,  but  all  that  has  ever  resulted 
has  been  countless  romaneea  of  the 
sea. 

Capt  Brown  said  baftora  ha  aatled 
that  the  reaaon  for  the  fallurea  was 

that  the  party  which  he  accompanied 
in  1850  removed  the  treasure  from  the 
Cocos  to  another  Island  of  the  South 
Pacific.  In  the  expedition  of  1S50 
Brown  sailed  with  Cai»i.  Henry  Smith, 
son  of  the  doughty  seafarer  who  took 
from  the  Spanish  ships  iheir  treasure. 

According  to  the  captain  the  treas- 
ure was  found  and  31,000,000  was  re- 
moved to  Australia  after  the  schooner 
had  broken  up  and  all  of  the  crew 
except  the  captain,  the  steward  and 
himself  had  perished.  The  ranainiag 
159,000,000  waa  barled  oa  another 
island.  Before  thla  eonntry  was 
reached  the  captain  and  steward  died; 
therefora,  he  is  the  only  man  who 
knows  the  whereabouts  of  the  treas- 
ure. 

Capt  Brown  left  this  port  on  the 
Mariposa.  He  plans  to  outfit  a  small 
steamer  when  he  reaches  the  group  of 
Islands  where  the  treasure  is  buried. 
His  family  lives  in  Providence.  R.  L

Le  Claire.  la. — There  are  many  fa- 
mous old  trees  in  l;)wa,  but  none  more 
venerated  or  more  interesting  than  the 
"Old  Green 'Tree  *of  the  Mississippi 
Valley."  It  stands  near  the  banks  of 
the  river  in  Le  Claire.  How  long  it 
has  stood  there  nobody  knows.  It 
was  there  when  the  first  white  men 
came  to  this  section,  spreading  its 
branches  wide  and  taTitlBg  the  weary 
wanderer  in  the  wilderness  to  rest 
himself  in  their  shade. « It  stood  there 
long  before  that,  for  it  has  a  place 
in  the  traditions  of  the  red  men  of 
the  Mississiitpi  vailoy. 

This  old  tree  could  not  help  being  a 
conspicuous  landmark.  It  is  not  as  tall 
as  trees  grow,  but  it  spreads  far. 
From  circnrnferehce  to  drcomferrace 
it  measures  more  than  a  haadred  f0et« 
and  it  would  take  a  Uae  more  ttan  300 
feat  long  to.measnre  around  its  enter- 
most  branches.  It  is  an  cte  and  re- 
markably well  preserred.  ft  has  stood 
probably  for  several  centuries,  and  It 
looks  good  for  another  century  or  two. 

In  the  days  of  the  fifties,  before  Le 
Claire  had  the  title  of  city,  the  tree 
was  a  favorite  resort  for  the  boys, 
and  their  old  swimming  lude  was  un- 
der its  shade.  Few  of  those  hoys  are 
left  to-day.  Some  were  killed  br  died 
in  the  civil  war,  some  emigrated  to  th? 
land  of  gold  and  noTer  retaraed.  while 
others  hare  been  droppli^  off  oae  by 
one. 

In  more  recent  years,  and  during  the 
time  that  rafting  and  river  traffic  was 
at  its  height,  the  tree  was  a  home  for 
tramps  and  bums,  and  also  river  men 
who  were  broke  and  wslthis  to  catdi 
a  boat  either  ap  or  down  the  river,  it 
often  maklBg  Htfle  4iCerence  t^dch. 
It  was  by  these  mea  given  the  name 
of  "The  0'^?n  Tree  hote!.-  beopo  the 
name  -Green  Tree,"  and  It  Is  now 
J'nown  as  such  from  one  end  of  the 
Mississippi  To  the  other.  If  the  old 
tree  could  talk  it  doubtjtss  could  re 
veal  many  a  dark  and  deep-laid  plot 
to  crack  a  safe  or  hoid  up  a  train,  for 
all  kinds  of  men  hare  found  rest  and 
shelter  under  its  broad  and  protecting 
branches. 

The  devotion  of  the  people  Is  oM 
one.  The  gjcnss  iRot  on  wUdi  AM  tree 
stands  Is  snrroanded  by  a  fenee,  and 
the  trank  of  the  tree  Is  protected  by  a 
fbnee  also,  ik>  no  one  can  approach 
close  enough  to  mar  or  deface  it. 
When  the  prnnioters  of  the  Vi..  R.  I. 
&  N.  \v.  railroad  were  asking  for  a 
frarchlRp  from  the  city  and  property 
on  which  TO  locate  tti^lr  flepot  and 
(  switches  it  was  Erst  Tbonght  that  the 
i  tree  would  have  to  be  removed  in  or 
,  d«r  to  prcf\'ido  the  reqnlTcd  amount  of 
room.  R«t  the  conncil  rt^Nised  to  vote 
tar  the  franchise  if  the  tree  had  to  be 
sacrificed.  Fortunately  the  plaas  were 
changed,  wid  when  Fraalc  P.  Bltfr.  the 
'principal  promoter.  gBV«  them  a  guar 
antee  ftet  not  a  sl^le  hoaili  should 
erer  h«  molested  so  lang  as  a  branch 
remained  alive,  then,  and  only  then, 
the  council  voted  for  tlie  frandiise.

One  would  suppose  that  in 
tho-e  days  the  fatheis  exerted  a 
I  greater  iuMuence  in  molding  the 
characters  t»f  their  children.  A  more 
modem  work  spoke  only  of  the  moth- 
er and  the  power  she  wielded  over  the 
life  (.f  the  little  Ceoriic.  and  the  fath- 
er was  not  mentioned  at  all.  The  tirst 
work  is  not  considered  authentic  now 
— it  was  at  one  time,  it  professed  to 
relate  many  incidents  and  tales  told 
by  relatives,  friends  and  visitors  of 
the  Washington  family. 

The  CiMrry  Tree  Story. 

The  Wasliimrtons  were  God  fearina: 
people  and  exercised  a  watchful  care 
(»vcr  their  children  in  little  things 
such  as  kindness  to  every  one  even 
dumb  animals,  tmthfuln^ess,  unsel- 
fishness, obedience  and  braveiy.  In 
speaking  of  tint hfuliu'ss.  the  old  \v(»rk 
by  the  rector  gives  the  story  of  the 
little  hatchet  and  the  cherry  treu,  now 
coiisidered  a  myth,  but  for  many 
years  accepted  as  Gospel  truth  and 
generations  of  school  boys  and  girls 
owe  their  love  for  truth  to  this  harm- 
less story,  which  is  no  longer  true. 

Lost  Father  at  10  Yaart. 

When  George  was  ten  years  old,  he 
lost  his  father,  an  irretMirable  loss. 
About  five  years  after  his  father's 

death,  Ge<trge  left  school  for  ever, 
lie  was  born  to  be  a  soldier.  While 
at  school,  durinir  play  time,  he  would 
divide  his  playmates  into  two  parties 
or  armies,  one  the  French,  the  other 
the  Americans.  George  would  com- 
mand the  latter,  then  with  corn  stalks 
for  musket-,  calabashes  for  drums, 
the  two  armies  would  turn  out  and 
march  and  counter  march,  file  off  or 
fight  their  mimic  battles  with  great 
fury. 

LuAvrence  Washington,  the  step- 
brother, married  a  Miss  Fairfax,  sis- 
ter of  William  Fairfax,  one  of  the 
Governor's  council,  and  through  him 
George  was  introduced  to  Lord  Fair- 
fax who  engaged  him  as  his  surveyor. 
Lord  Fairfax  owned  an  immense  tract 
of  land  between  the  Potomac  and  the 
Allegheny.  He  served  in  this  capac- 
ity of  survcyoi-  until  his  twentieth 
year. 

Shows  His  Prowess. 

While  acting  as  surveyor  for  Lord 
Fairfa.v.  in  the  back  woods,  he 
boarded  with  a  widow  named  Stinson, 
who  had  seven  sons.  In  front  of  the 
house  was  a  green  and  here  in  the 
evening  George  and  the  Stinson  boys 
would  see  "which  was  the  best  man" 
at  running,  jumping,  and  wrestling. 
Little  did  they  know  they  were  train- 
ing for  a  great  cause.  Twenty  years 
after  when  George  Washington  lead 
the  American  armies  he  did  i.ot  foiizet 
his  boy  friends,  one  of  them  a  brave 
man,  became  a  ColoneL  They  always 
spoke  of  Washhigton  as  ''brother." 
George  Washington  as  a  boy,  or 
young  man.  or  a  General,  inspiied 
only  love  and  esteem  in  those  he  met, 
this  was  his  charaeteristie. 

Fhrst  War  Experioiiee. 

It  was  in  his  fifteenth  year  that 
Gcoi^  Washington  felt  the  first 
kindlings  in  his  soul  for  war.  When 
the  people  in  Viiginia  heard  that 
France  and  Spain  threatened 
gland,  their  mother  country, 
were  ready  to  offer  themselves 
Geor^re  Washington  offered 
strength  of  his  young  arm. 

The  whole  country  west  of  the  Blue 
Mountains '  was  one  immeasurable 
forest,  where  no  foot  had  ever  trod- 
and  no  voice  had  ever  broken  its  aw- 
ful silence.  And  yet  without  hesi- 
tation, Washington  offered  his  ser- 
vice. AeewniwiiMd  by  an  inteiprater 


and  several  servants,  he  set  out  in  | 
winter.-.  Washingtea  kept  a  journal  | 
of  his  travels  and  upon  his  return, 

very  much  against  his  wishes,  this  I 
was  pnnted  and  copies  sent  to  Fn-  j 
gland,  thus  Major  Washington  wasi 
introduced  not  only  at  home,  hut  to  |

Martha,  was  a  noted  beautv.  When' 
only  seventeen,  she  married  Colonel 
Daniel  Park  Curtis,  and  during  the 
seven  yeats  of  their  married  life, 
Mrs.  Cui  ti-  was  a  leader  in  the  best 
society  of  Vor-^nnia,  the  summers  were 
spent  at  Arlington,    the  winters  in 
Williamsburg.    Her  husband's  father 
was  one  of  the  richest  men  in  the 
Soiiih  and  at  his  death,  the  iininense 
estate  descended  to  his  son.  Martha 
Curtis  was  left  a  widow  at  twenty- 
i\mr  and  one  of  the  richest  women  in 
all  the  colonies.    Two  years  after 
her  husband's  death  she  met  Wash- 
ington.   Mr.  Chambcrlayne  per.sauded 
Washington  to  go  home  \vith  him  and 
nromised  to  introduce  him  to  a  voung 
and  charming    widow.    They  were 
married  in   17r)9.     Washington  re- 
signed his  commission  and  settled  at 
Mount  V'emon  and  here  fifteen  beau- 
tiful years  were  passed  but  the  call 
of  his  country  made  him  forsake  ease 
and  ])leasiu-e.    Tie  sufTered  prixatioiir 
with  his  a  liny;  when  at  home  thcK 
was  plenty. 

Resents  Contributions.

I  111'  .\sseml)ly  of  Virginia, 
wishing  to  show  their  love  and  es- 
teem, presented  to  Washington  fifty 
shares  in  the  Potomac,  and  one  hnn- 
(Ired  shares  in  the  James  River  Nav- 
igation Companies,  making  a  sum  of 
ten  thou.saud  pounds  sterling. 

Washington  begged  to  be  excused 
for  not  recei\  ing  the  gift  for  himself 
and  asked  to  he  permitted  to  use  their 
irift  for  objects  of  a  public  nature. 
He  gave  the  one  hundred  shares  to  a 
college  at  Lexington,  Va.,  and  the 
name  was  changed  to  Washington 
college.  After  the  Civil  War,  Gen. 
Kobei  t  E.  Lee  was  nnule  its  president, 
and  ill  1870,  the  name  was  changed 
to  the  pre.sent  name,  Washington  and 
Lee  Cniversity.  What  could  be  more 
appropriate?  I  doubt  not,  that  as 
lung  as  we  are  the  American  people, 
we  will  continue  to  honor  him  who 
was  ''first  in  war,  first  in  DOaee  and 
first  in  the  hearts  of  his  eonniiyiBmi.''

CAESARIAN  OPERATION 
ON  m.  H.  B.  TADE 


Unusual  and  Delicate  Incision  is  Made 
To  Save  a  Life. 


LEXINGTON,  Ky.,  Feb.  23.— Mrs. 
H.  B.  Tade,  of  Winchester,  was 
brought  to  Lexington  yesterday  af- 
ternoon on  the  Lexington  &  Eastern 
train  and  taken  to  the  Good  Samari- 
tan Hospital  where  what  the  surgeons 
call  the  "Caesarian  section"  was  per- 
formed. The  child  removed  was  a 
ten-pound  boy.  Roth  were  doing  well 
up  to  a  late  hour  last  ni«:ht. 

The  operation  is  rather  unusual 
and  is  of  a  delicate  nature.  Instead 
of  the  usual  method  of  deliverance, 
an  incision  is  made  in  the  front  of 
the  abdomen  and  the  child  is  reaiov- 
ed  therefrom. 

The  operation  gets  its  name  from 
the  legend  that  in  this  manner  JnUus 
Caesar  was  bom.
